Quoting Bourcea cloae to the 
Krand Jury, the paper said the 
Sieged plot was to have been 
carried out laat NQY .li a Uut waa 
poatponed for unknown reaaona. 

The aourcba aald tneflve men 
planned to kill the Juatloes 
becauae they allegedly opposed 
the high court' a liberal le^lnga. 

The plot was aald to Involve a 
former Chicago police officer, a 
one-time Wisconsin Klux 
Klan offic ial, two Akron, Ohio, 
men and fi fifth man, the 
sources said. Names of all th 
auapeots were withheld until 
the grand Jury completes its

Four at' thd men were 
reported to be fiHJin 40 to 50 
years of age and the fifth man 
considerably younger. 

Plans called for the use of 
militar y plastic explosiv es and 
hand grenades po oe aetonated 
In the courtroom. The sottrces 
reported some demolition equip- 
ment was confiscated from the 
two Akron men. 

The FBI said 'that no arrests 
had been made In the case.
